Burrao, N. Y., May 18.—A new turn in the 
interesting course of events consequent upon 
the collapse of the plundered First National 
Bank of this city came about today RK. Porter 
Lee, the President of the institution, is now an 
inmate of the county jail, having been arrested 
this afternoon by United States Deputy Marsha! 
Level on an order issued by_ Judge Wallace, of 
the United States court, on complaint of the 
bank, which charges bim with embezzling and 
misappropriating $200,000 of the funds of the 
bank. The application for the order of arrest 
was made by the Hon. Richard Crowley, member 
of Congress, the Keceiver’s attorney, who ar- 
rived in Buffalo this motning and at once placed 
the order in the bands of the United States Mar- 
shal. Lee was arrested at half-past 3 this after- 
noon and taken to the offide of his attorueys, 
one of whom went out in search of bail. The 
compiaint or order alleges that Lee, while Presi- 
dent of the bank, “ fraudutently misapplied and 
appropriated the property of said bank in the 
course of his employmeutas an oflicer of the 
same; that the Pm penrocs demands against the 
defendant $200, with interest from the 13th 
of April, 1882; thatthe defendant has assigned, 
disposed of, and secreted portions of his prop- 
erty with intent to defraud his creditors, and 
especially the First National Bank; and that he 
is about to assign, dispose of, and secrete other 
of bis property with intent to defraud.”

Taylor vs. Taylor—Mrs. Taylor Gets the 
Divorce This Time. 

The litigation between Mary E. Taylor and her 
busband, Dr. William W. Taylor, which recently 
occupied rather a large portion of public atten- 
tion, was finally settied yesterday agreeably to 
both parties.

Dispatea to The Chicazo Tribune. 
Boones, la., May 18.—In the Circuit Court for 
Boone County Judge Mirade yesterday dis- 
missed the suit of the Republican Printing Com- 
pany against the Board of Supervisors. This 
suit was brought to compel the Supervisors to 
select the Aepublican as one of the official pa- 
pers of the county under the law which directs 
that the board, at its January session each year, 
shall select the two newspapers having the larg- 
est circulation in the county as the official pa- 
rs for that year. The board selected the 
toone Standard and the Ogden Reporter as 
the official papers, the publishers of these 
papers swearing to larger subscription lists than 
the Republican. The latter claimed a fraud had 
been perpetrated, and presented affidavits to the 
effect that the lists were not bona fide, but had 
been “stuffed ” for the occasion. The Board of 
supervisors refused to reconsider their action, 
and the Republican instituted proceedings in 
court to compela review of the proceedings, 
suing out a writ of certiorari. The Supervisors, 
through their attorney, demurred to the pro- 
ceedings, setting up that the law in regard to 
official papers was passed for the. public good, 
and not for the benetit of individual publishers. 
The demurrer was sustained by Judge Mirade, 
who, in his decision, said that the Board of S8u- 
pervisors were supposed to have acted in good 
faith, and their selection could not Be reversed 
or their action reviewed by a higher court, be- 
cause it interfered with the private interests of 
a obewspaper, and they are supposed to have 
subserved the best interests of the public and 
carried out the spirit of the law. 


A Decree in the Iowa Land-Grant Case. 

Des Moines, Ia., May 18.—Today in the United 
States Court Judge Love filed a decree in the 
Iowa land-grant ease. The‘Yecree divides the 
lands equally, giving the Milwauk@e Company 
and Sioux City & St. Paul Company 0) shares.
